Airport May Go Someplace Else 


Development of an international 
airport to serve Orange County’s 
growing air transportation needs 
appears feasible according to 
County Supervisors Ralph Diedrich 
(local district) and Thomas Riley. 

In a meeting Thursday, the two 
Supervisors agreed to meet with 
Riverside County officials to discuss 
development of a 10,000 acre facility 
at Rancho California in Riverside 
County. Under the concept proposed 
by Riley last April, a joint airport 
authority would be created to 
include Orange, Riverside and 
possibly San Diego counties. 

Diedrich and Riley were author- 
ized by the Board of Supervisors to 
explore the plan and to begin 
preliminary discussion with officials 
of the two neighboring counties. An 
initial study performed by the 
County Airport Department staff 


Dates Set 
For Firemen 
Hearings 


A second postponement on a 
temporary injunction to be heard in 
the courts concerning the walk 
out-lock out of Placentia’s fire 
department, has been obtained by 
the Firefighters Union Local 2147, 
setting the new date for September 
30. 

Scheduled for September 10 are 
the trials for four members of the 
union, charged with one count each 
of petty theft. Charged are former 
employees Capt. Richard Bitrick, 
Engineer Arthur Wilkerson and 
firemen Patrick Wible and Richard 
Clawson. 

The petty theft trials are the 
outgrowth of discovery that three 
city-owned vacant buildings had 
allegedly been burglarized of 
around $2,000 in equipment. The 
four men were charged with one 
count of petty theft each and 
dismissed from their positions. 

When four other firemen were 
reprimanded for breaking rules and 
placed on 30 days suspension, 
concerning the same _ situation, 
firemen, all of whom are members of 
the local union, declared that any 
further questioning would constitute 
a lock-out and later failed to show up 
for work. 

The city obtained a temporary 
restraining order which put the

Hearing Set 
On PUSD 
Budget 


Public hearing for the Placentia 
Unified School District’s 1975-76 
budget, which totals almost $22 
million, will be held during the 
regular meeting of the board of 
education at 7:45 p.m. Monday, 
Aug. 4, in the Education Center, 
1301 E. Orangethorpe Avenue. 

The projected budget is almost $2 
million higher than last year’s 
budget, with the additional income 
coming primarily from increased 
student population and a 6 per cent 
inflation allowance from the state, 
explained Dr. John Mullender, 
assistant superintendent of adminis- 
trative services. 

Estimated tax rate for local 
homeowners is $4.82 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, about the same 
rate as last year, Mullender 
reported. 

“It’s possible that the overall tax 
rate could be lowered a little because 
of the effect the 22 per cent increase 
in our district’s assessed valuation 
will have on various overrides,”’ 
Mullender said. 

However, because final figures

indicates that the project could be 
realized in cooperation with other 
counties. 

Cost for the project, which would 
include moving some 100 to 120 
million cubic yards of dirt, is 
estimated to be about $150 million to 
be paid through combinations of 
funding, including federal grants 
and revenue bonds. 

According to the airport depart- 
ment analysis, there will be demand 
for some 40. million annual 


passenger trips by residents of 


Orange, Riverside, San Diego and 
San Bernardinao counties by 1990. 
The dual runway airport at Rancho 
California would probably handle at 
least 15 million of those trips, but 
would have the capacity for handling 
up to 30 million per year. 

Riley and Diedrich will now meet 
with Riverside County Supervisor 


William E. Jones, whose district 
includes the Rancho California area. 
If agreement can be reached at that 
meeting, an application for Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
planning grants to further explore 
the feasibility of building the facility 
could result. That meeting with 
Jones should occur within the next 
eight weeks. 

Initial pans call for construction of 
two 14,000-foot runways’ with 
2,700-feet overruns on 3,000 acres of 
land about 2,000-feet above sea 
level. An additional 7,000 acres 
would be used for construction of 
parking lots, terminal buildings and 
other airport related facilities. 

The site identified by Riley is on 
relatively flat land and woula 
require movement of about 100 
million cubic yards of dirt, compared 
to 300 million yards proposed for an 


airport at Chino Hills. Cost for the 
grading would be about $100 million 
and would take from two to three 
years. 


New interstate freeways funded 
by the federal government will soon 
connect the Rancho California area 
to San Diego and Riverside. Ground 
access from southern Orange 
County is not yet resolved. Plans 
include road construction to serve 
the Orange County area, provided 
that the counties can agree and the 
FAA is willing to underwrite part of 
the costs. 


If agreement is reached between 
Orange and Riverside counties, they 
will jointly approach San Diego to 
solicit their participation. Those 
counties which agreed to join the 
venture could form a joint airport 
authority which would plan, 


construct and maintain the facility. 
Major advantages of the proposal 
are the relative low price of 
construction, service to an entire 
region rather than to only one 
community, and the lack of existing 
residences in flight patterns 
surrounding the site. 


All of the 10,000 acres proposed 
for the airport site and the entire 
30,000 acres which would be zoned 
compatible with the airport are 
owned by Rancho California, a 
subsidiary of Kaiser-Aetna, Inc. The 
singular ownership offers great 
advantages in acquiring the site and 
developing the project, the Super- 
visors said. 


If Riverside County officials 


decide to join the project, official 
approval of FAA planning funds 


could be obtained before January of 
1976. Construction could begin in 
1978 with completion as early as 
1985. 


Riley initially proposed the 
Rancho California site to relieve 
pressure for expansion of flights 
from Orange County Airport in 
Newport Beach, The site of 
numerous lawsuits because of 
increasing aircraft noise. The 
Rancho California site would not 
replace existing traffic at Orange 
County, but would provide local air 
service for medium and long haul 
flights (more than 500 miles). 


After construction 1s completed, 
revenues generated by use of the 
facility would be used to pay off 
debts arising from construction, 
with eventually all costs being paid 
through revenues.

Illegal Alien Policy 


A volatile issue, proposed by the 
city of Placentia, which would as a 
last resort permit local agencies to 
enforce laws and_ regulations 
concerning illegal aliens, was 
discussed and sent back for a rewrite 
Thursday night by the League of 
California Cities, Orange County 
Division. 

The organization is made up of 
councilmen, representatives of their 
cities. 

Drawing a larger audience in 
protest, than councilmen attending, 
representatives of organizations, 


predominantly Mexican-American 
were allowed to state their views on 
the resolution...all negative. 

The resolution was an outgrowth 
of cemplaints made to Placentia 
Councilman Jack Gomez by 
members of the Mexican-American 
community in Placentia, about 
problems created in the city through 
a large influx of Mexican Nationals 
arriving in the city illegally. 
Naturalization and Immigration 
authorities, with Placentia police in 
attendance, have twice this year 
rounded up over a hundred persons 


found to be in the country without 
papers. 

The Nationals have then been 
returned to Mexico. 

Following inquiries by Council- 
man Gomez, Placentia Police Chief 
Norman Traub was authorized to 
make a study of the alien problem in 
Placentia. The result was a 215-page 
report compiled by Police Lt. James 
Corrigan and stating that the 
department estimated that there are 
between 500 and 1,000 illegal aliens 
in the city at any given time.

Fullerton 


Is Key To

‘*Fullerton is the key to the whole 
thing. It’s not Yorba Linda and it’s 
not Placentia,’’ Superintendent of 
Schools of the Placentia Unified 
School District, John O. Tynes told 
his board Monday night. 

“I don’t see any need for any 
meetings until Fullerton comes to 
grips with whether they want to let 
Yorba Linda de-annex,’’ Tynes 
explained the situation. 

In another show of hands and 
discussion of the possibility of the 
Yorba Linda School District merging 
with that of PUSD, action got little 
further than the talking stage 
Mondzy night, although the PUSD 
board unanimously approved to 
proceed with staff recommendations 
concerning the consolidation. 

Reaction, though not pessimistic, 
was guarded. 

Among recommendations made 
by Tynes to his board was that the 
Yorba Linda district complete a 
study to provide essential informa- 
tion so that the PUSD board can 
make a determination as to whether

hours in arresting the spread of the 
burglar’s paradise than in other 
areas, possibly traffic control. ‘‘We 
can’t be all things to all people at all 
times,’’ he explained. 

Chief Traub said further that he 
considers the leniency of the courts 
as the number one factor in failing to 
bring the problem under control. He 
gave examples of persons charged 
and convicted with burglary who are 
“*back on the streets in a matter of 
hours.”’ 

Traub said that his department 
will attempt to organize and inform 
the citizenry of Placentia to act as a 
deterrent in the spread of the crime 
which can hit everyone. He said also 
that burglary is more prevalent in 
higher density areas, such as 
apartments and townhouses where 
strangers may not be quickly 
recognized as intruding outsiders. 

Losses through burglary are 
around $125,000 in Placentia to date 
this year as compared with $90,000 
for the first six months of 1974. 
Theft, however, is down slightly 
with 363 cases for the first six 
months last year compared to 310 so 
far this year. 

Citizens are urged to take 
measures to protect their own 
property and use of Operation 


Identification is encouraged, where 
householdérs place a _ driver’s 
license number’ on _ valuable 


possessions. Equipment for the 
identification program is available at 
the police station. 

Chief Traub said further that 
efforts to inform the public wi!l be 
made through clubs, organizations 
and the press ‘‘until the crime is 
substantially reduced. We hope to 
recruit the entire community to solve 
the burglary problem.”’ 

Burglaries now are so widespread 
that citizens victimized may be 
asked to come to the station to report

Residents On Lewis Place Watch The Trucks Go By 


Neighbors along Lewis Place in 
Placentia, received another 31,000- 
square foot possible invasion of their 
privacy last week. 


THE DRAINAGE DITCH--in back of the homes on Lewis Place, now clean of 
debris, is not only specified for water run-off, but holds telephone poles and 
telephone boxes. The trees fail to cut off the sights and sounds of the 
shopping center north of the ditch. The elevated truck ramp shows to the 
right. 


The little band along the street 
have twice complained of their 
encroaching neighbor to the north, 
the Sierra Vista Shopping Center. 

Among their allegations are that 
trucks roar past, so close to their 
homes, that they have dislodged a 
utility box that services their houses 
and those up around the cul-de-sac. 


There have been numerous 
interruptions of utility services, they 
report. 

Also’ objectionable, is the 


proximity of The Pantry Market, in 
the shopping center, which stands 
on the southeast corner of 
Bastanchury Road and Placentia 
Avenue. The market was built after 
their homes were in place and 
inhabited. But no one received a 
notice about the Pantry’s building 
plans, the neighbors agree. 

Consequently, to service the big 
market, a delivery ramp was 
elevated several feet, so that trucks 
and drivers have a clear view into 
their back yards and windows, they 
demonstrate. Employees going in 
and out of back doors are clearly 
visible and the sound of their voices 
easily heard. 

Having lived with this large 
neighbor for a couple of years, the 
families along Lewis Place, whose 
homes back up to the alley that 
services the rear of the market, are 
familiar with the trucks, times of 
arrival and departure, length of 
unloading time required and other 
details about the service. 


What was planned in back of their 
homes without their notification, 
one neighbor, Ron Green explains, 
besides the large delivery entry of 
the market, the elevated ramp and 
wide alley thoroughfare, was a 
drainage ditch. 

This, from the elevated ramp, 
cascades down four to five feet to a 
concrete trough, in which trash, 
debris and water are caught, and 
standing in the middle of it are high 
voltage telephone poles as well as 
telephone wire boxes. Debris 
especially collects around these. 

“Every three of four months the 
telephones go out,’’ Barbara Smith, 
one of the residents reports. ‘*We’re 
all having electrical trouble. We had 
a wall fire and when they came out to 
investigate it we found out we have 
aluminum wiring. We all do. We 
understand that it has _ been 
outlawed in Placentia now....but not 
before they did our houses.”’ 

Daphne Erikson is most concern- 
ed that a truck, after a turn around, 
might miss the roadway and end up 
in her kitchen and family room. The 
path is direct once the turn is made 
and there is only a block wall and 
back yard intervening. 

And the noise is a constant 
reminder. ‘‘We heard them out 
there last night at 11 p.m.,’’ Danny 
Adair, another Lewis Place occupant 
reports. ‘‘In fact, they woke me up.”’ 

The neighbors had expected more 
concern from the city, who they

They pick on the kids they 
said. Nonsense, I said when one son 
was ticketed for moving with the 
flow of traffic, seven miles per hour 
over the speed limit. The officer was 
merely attracted to your car which is 
a beautiful, mechanically perfect 
1967 and you were breaking the law. 
He is willing to accept that he is 
guilty, however, doesn’t understand 
why the gray haired gentleman to 
his left was not cited. 

The current procedures employed 
by our local law enforcement to 
question and or cite or arrest young 
people are similar to the methods 


used by T.V. cops on the really bad 
guys. One day last week across the 
street a 15 year old neighbor boy was 
spread, hands on the police car, 
patted down, pockets emptied, hand 
cuffed and taken to the police 
station. The young man was guilty of 
taking his brother’s off road 
motorcycle (unlicensed) around the 
block. With the siren, two police 
cars, the shake down, the hand 
cuffs, the bike hauled away and 
impounded the boy asked if he could 
go close his garage door, three doors 
away, and put his dog away.....NO. 


At the police station the boy 
experienced still more trauma. 
Never having smuggled dope on his 
person he had not experienced a 
thorough search. The lad of 15 had 
some knowledge of perversion and 
was very uncertain of his destiny.

firemen back in their stations along 
with the last four suspended men. 
Orange County firemen serviced the 
city during the week of the firemen’s 
absence from their posts. 

Another matter still to be heard by 
the city council is the consideration 
of Placentia disbanding its own fire 
service and joining that of Orange 
County. Preliminary studies have 
been received from the county, but 
as yet no cost figures, reported 
Norman Traub, the city’s Public 
Safety Officer in charge of both 
police and fire personnel. 

Ray Rhoads, assistant to Orange 
County Supervisor Chairman Ralph 
Diedrich of the third district, said 
that the list of specific services 
desired by the city of Placentia has 
not as yet been forwarded to the 
county, and that the county will 
respond to them as soon as the 
information is received. 


Grievance procedures also are 
underway, Chief Traub stated, but 
none of the cases has been resolved. 
The fire fighters three-year 
memorandum of understanding 
currently in effect, outlines a set of 
processes for a grievance and also 
prohibits strikes, walk-outs and 
picketing. 

The Fire Fighter’s local union has 
in the courts a $15.5 million lawsuit 
against some members of the 
Placentia City Council and city staff 
administration over previous disa- 
greements.

The big news in the sky--the Soviet-American space docking--kept most 
eyes glued to television screens and gave Americans a warm glow of good 
feeling. Some events on the ground, however, were causing not so good 


feelings. For example: 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger had some harsh things to say about 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. He described the Nobel Laureate’s views as ‘‘a 
threat to peace,’’ apparently because Solzhenitsyn has been warning 
Americans to be wary of Soviet intentions in detente. 

Kissinger said, ‘‘If | understand the message of Solzhenitsyn, it is that the 
United States should pursue an aggressive policy to overthrow the Soviet 
system.’’ That, of course, is not Solzhenitsyn’s message. The message is 
“‘detente without illusions,’ but Kissinger seems to have decided to 


misunderstand it. 


Kissinger’s own message at his news conference, on the other hand, 
seemed to be that we can listen to Solzhenitsyn talk about the lack of freedom 
in the Soviet Union all right, so long as we don’t take him very seriously, for 


he’s only a writer after all. 


He told reporters he recommended that President Ford not see the 
Russian author, yet rumors were flying that the White House had tried 
without success to arrange a Ford-Solzhenitsyn meeting, presumably to 
make up for its previous rejection of the idea (and Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen’s implausible explanations) at the time Solzhenitsyn was in 
Washington to address a large AFL-ClO-hosted banquet. 

Kissinger’s defensiveness about the Solzhenitsyn matter appears to stem 
from concern over the fate of the delicate Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT II) negotiations now under way. 

Solzhenitsyn warns that if detente is to work at all it must be on a quid pro 
quo basis, for the Soviets understand firmness but will exploit any sign of 


weakness. 


This may seem a threatening view to Kissinger, who talks as if he believes 
that tiptoe diplomacy will be more effective with the Soviets. 

If the final SALT II agreement is as much tilted to Soviet advantage as the 
Vladivostok proposals, Solzhenitsyn's warning could turn out to have been 


prophetic. 


While the Soyuz-Apollo crews were shaking hands in space and everyone 
was proclaiming enduring friendship on the ground, the Soviets continued 


their efforts to subvert Portugal. 


In the last few weeks they have sent 60 new KGB agents to Lisbon and 
have spent $12 million (since April) on the Portuguese Communists. Their 
interference in the internal affairs of our erstwhile Atlantic Alliance ally 


seems to be paying off. 


Portugal has slipped another notch toward a military-Communist 


totalitarian government. 

The two largest vote-getting parties in the spring election--the Socialists 
and the Popular Democrats (PPD)--quit the coalition government and took to 
the streets to protest the increasingly antidemocratic tendencies of the 
powerful Armed Forces Movement (AFM). 

At first glance the protests seemed a hopeful sign, but the long-range 
outlook isn’t good. Outside,the government, the Socialists and the PPD will 
have an increasingly hard time functioning as organized political parties. 
And it takes organization to mount effective demonstrations. 

The AFM, in fact, may choose to ignore the demonstrations until they 
evaporate. That’s the way they handled the seizure of a Catholic 
church-owned radio station by a handful of leftist workers recently. 

Protests. Demonstrations. Some backing and filling by the AFM. 
Outcome: the leftists still have the radio station. 

All in all, the Kremlin must be smiling at recent events.

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thought must not truly appreciate 
their plight. They had asked that a 
higher block wall be placed in back 
of their homes. What they got was 
the assurance that the wall would be 
raised two courses where that has 
not already been done and more 
trees will be added. Trees are 
evident on both sides of the drainage 
ditch but the sights and sounds come 
through the foliage. 

The lights on the back of the 
market were a_ problem...‘‘like 
spotlights,’’ Adair confirms. ‘‘But 
they’re fine now. In fact we're glad 
they’re there.’’ One house on Lewis 
Place has been burglarized twice 
and another once. Residents are 
fearful of prowlers coming over their 
back walls which present an easy 
access, even from the drainage 
ditch. 

The neighbors feel their pleas 
weren’t heard. The Placentia 
Planning Commission granted 
approval for the construction of 
three more buildings, some of which 
will be placed at a high level and will 
present a view to their homes. They 
feel a higher wall is a minimum 
safeguard. 

The entire block has only kind 
words for the manager of the Pantry 
Market, who they believe is doing 
his best to alleviate a bad situation 
and they are sympathetic to the new 
owners of the shopping center, who 
recently bought it believing that 
everything was “according to 
code”’.

Traub said that he will be 
requesting a resolution from the 
Placentia City Council ‘‘to wake 
people up to the fact that the courts 
are the ones causing the problem. 
Now, in the legislature,’’ he added, 
‘you can’t get a law enforcement 
bill out of committee.”’ 

The burglary problem, Traub 
said, is prevalent in the general 
area, rising also in other cities.

Board OKs Church In Gym 


The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees Monday 
night confirmed the use of the 
McFadden Elementary School 
Gymnasium by residents of the La 
Jolla neighborhood who wish to use 
it on Sundays for Catholic church 
services. 

Salvador Zavala, vice president of 
the board, who gave the report, said 


that the building would be made 
available for a year for the minimum 
fee of $28 for the time on Sunday. 
The original fee named was $42. 

The parishioners have been 
refused the use of the Chester 
Whitten Community Center, owned 
by the city of Placentia, for the 
weekly services. 


Zavala continued: ‘‘If we as a 


public agency let them have the use 
of the facility, I can’t see any 
distinction why the city council, 
which is another public agency, just 
the way we are, why they refused.’’ 

‘The school board has allowed 
the use of the facilities to many other 
religious groups here in the district. 
This isn’t the first time,’’ Zavala 
concluded. 


City Submits Illegal Alien Policy

The resolution, sent back to 
committee by a unanimous voice 
vote of the League of Cities Division, 
Thursday, estimates that 8 million 
illegal aliens are currently in the 
United States and one half million in 
Southern California: ‘‘the impact 
upon the economy, resulting from 
the loss of jobs for residents and the 
flow of dollars out of the country, is 


staggering.” 
Also, ‘‘Aliens have become 
involved in a_ disproportionate 


number of crimes and the presence 
of the illegal alien does not in reality 
benefit the alien, the society or the 
economy.”” 

The resolution continues: ‘‘The 
Federal Government has reserved 
unto itself the authority to 
apprehend and arrest the illegal 


alien and the United States 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service is too understaffed and 


underbudgeted to effectively en- 
force our present laws."’ 

The resolution then suggests the 
following action: 

1. Massive expenditures should 
be used to effectively block the entry 
of the illegal alien rather than to deal 
with him once he is here. Money 
spent on prevention is _ better 
than money spent on a cure. 


2. Develop coordination and 
communication between all agen- 
cies that deal with aliens. 
Applications for Social Security 
enrollment, driver’s license, wel- 
fare, etc., should be denied unless 
the applicant is in the country 
legally. Furthermore, the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
should be advised of all cases where 
the applicant cannot prove beyond 
doubt his or her legal right to be in 
this country. 


3. Employers must be penalized 
when they knowingly employ illegal 
aliens. This is the basis of the Rodino 
Bill now before Congress. If the 


penalties are severe enough, the 
alien will not be able to find work and 
will have no reason to enter the 
country. 

4. Provide for the active 
prosecution of those exploiters who 
smuggle aliens across the border. 
Penalties must be severe enough to 
take the profit out of such an 
operation. 

S. Vigorously enforce existing 
laws to make this country an 
unattractive refuge for the illegal 
alien. 

6. If the Federal Government is 
unable to enforce its area of 
responsibility, local agencies should 
be permitted to enforce such laws 
and be reimbursed for the expense 
of processing aliens. 

A segment of the protest came 
from the Human Relations Commis- 
sion, a segment of Orange County 
government, in a statement by 
Commission Chairman Amin David, 
Jr., which says, ‘‘The current 
resolution as it reads supports vague 
and general concerns which if not 
consciously checked will encourage 
an undesirable amount of civil rights 
violations by local governments 
against anyone who may appear to 
be Mexican or Latin.”’ 

Mayor Jess Perez of Orange, who 
is also President of the Orange 
County League of California Cities, 
handed his gavel to a resolutions 
chairman to preside on_ the 
resolution stating: ‘‘Obviously this 
is a sensitive, far reaching, volatile 
issue that affects not only Orange 
County but the entire state of 
California and the entire United 
States. 

The resolution, presented by 
Mayor Robert Lyons of Placentia, 
with Placentia Councilman Jack 
Gomez and Robert Langer also in 
attendance, was protested by the 
American GI Forum spokesman, Al 
Serrato. 

Mayor Lyons in his presentation 
before the league, explained that the 


conclusion after the Placentia study 
was that illegal aliens are being 
exploited by Anglos and Chicanos 


and are being forced to live 
immorally and in _ physically 
degrading conditions. 

The primary thrust of the 


proposal, the mayor stated ‘‘is to get 
INS on the stick. It’s not an attack on 
local citizens...in fact it is in support 
of local citizens.’’ 

Russ Barrios, Director of Casa 
Placentia, one of the groups in 
attendance, said following the 
meeting, which was held at the 
Friedemann Banquet Hall in 
Orange, that: ‘‘I don’t totally object 
to the whole resolution. I would go 
along with getting the naturalization 
service to do their job. It’s a very 
touchy thing.”’ 

‘From the resolution,’’ Barrios 
continued, ‘‘they are asking that a 
bounty be put on illegal aliens. They 
are saying that they want to go out 
and find and put special efforts into 
finding illegal aliens and _ be 
reimbursed per individual for what 
they find. That’s reducing another 
human being down to the status of 
an animal.”’ 

Barrios said that his organization, 
Casa Placentia, which is supported 
by taxpayers money and a grant 
from the Methodist Church, does 
not discriminate against anyone 
coming to them for help. ‘I don’t 
think constitutionally or morally we 
can turn them down and say, ‘I’m 
sorry, you will have to go 
elsewhere’. Our job is to meet 
human needs. Sure we are going to 
service a number of illegal aliens but 
that is not our target area.”’ 

“There are a lot more pressing 
problems in Placentia,’’ Barrios 
concluded, ‘‘our heroin problem is 
outrageous.”’ 

The League of California Cities, 
Orange County Division, is 
scheduled to consider the proposal 
at their next regular meeting on 
August 14.

might be harmful to PUSD either 
fiscally or educationally. ; 

In further clarification, Tynes 
added: ‘‘Fullerton Union High 
School District would have to agree 
to accept the base revenue of the 
Placentia Unified District during 
this transition period (phasing high 
school students out of Troy High 
School in Fullerton into Placentia 
schools) or some other alternative 
that wouldn’t put a financial burden 
on our district. 

“And that all properties owned by 
Fullerton would be transferred to 
the Placentia district.’’ At stake is a 
40-acre high school site within the 
city of Yorba Linda and owned 
jointly by Yorba’ Linda and 
Fullerton. The computed value of 
the property is $600,000 but to 
replace it would now cost around $2 
million, Dr. John Mullender, 
Associate Superintendent of PUSD 
estimated. 

‘“‘We would have to have an 
agreement,’’ Tynes continued, 
“that any future buildings would 
have to go along the combined 
recommendations of the plans of the 


two districts (Yorba Linda and 
Placentia), and that any updating of 
programs or buildings in either 
district would have to fit into a 
priority schedule. But I think the 
most important thing now is that we 
get the study completed.”’ 

‘It is too late to get this on the 
November election, due to the fact 
that the Fullerton board does not 
meet until August 4,’’ Tynes 
explained. 

Some members of the PUSD 
board appeared reluctant to be held 
to any agreements. Trustee John 
Press stated: ‘‘I see no need to 


become involved in terms and 
conditions at this point.’’ 
Mrs. Jean Pappas: ‘‘We would 


like to know what the status is with 
the Yorba Linda board. They have 
new board members. Is the feeling 
still high on annexation?’’ 
Superintendent Tynes encourag- 
ed ‘‘getting one thing on the table. 
Fullerton has a big stake in this. If 
they say no, then it gives Yorba 
Linda the alternative of unifying 
within their own boundaries. I think 
that this thing could be dragged out 
for four or five years unless 


Fullerton comes face to face with 
that problem...Also Fullerton has 
declining enrollment....Any com- 
munication we give to them should 
force the issue some way or other,’ 
Tynes suggested. 

President of the PUSD board, Dr. 
William Yates asked: ‘‘How can we 
qualify this? How can we make it 
clear to all concerned that the matter 
of the annexation is not decided by 
us as yet?’’ 


Tynes answered that the study is 
essential. ‘‘Otherwise there is no 
way we can make any decision.”’ 

Kathy Baker, a member of the 
Yorba Linda board, in the audience 
explained. ‘‘If we unify within our 
own boundaries, we don’t have to 
have Fullerton’s permission...We 
feel we are at a stalemate with 
Fullerton now.”’ 


Trustee John Balducci added that 
if the study shows an adverse affect 
on the Placentia taxpayers, ‘‘I would 
be inclined to forget the whole 
thing.”’ 

The Yorba Linda School Board is 
expected to consider the problem at 
its next meeting.
